AN EDITORIAL 
A REVIEW AND OUTLOOK 


Albany is standing on th threshhold of progression or re- 
gression. Realizing that the services of a city are the pipeline 
to property values, it becomes necessary to evaluate the critical 
areas of the city and make decisive plans for the future. 





In reviewing fire fighting equipment, Albany faces the fact 
that one piece is in such poor condition that in an emergency it 
cannot be utilized. When it is taken out, it has to be “nursed 
along” to reach even close destination. 


City buildings are such that they cannot operate at peak 
proficiency. One has been condemned. ‘lhe security balance 


of the city would be on the debit side should any major disaster 
strike. 





Improvements in the commercial area necessitating consid- 
eration include off street parking, adequate street lighting and ' 
a general face-lifting of many stores. 


The multiple building program has thrown extra burden | 
on streets and sewers. Albany still maintains six inch sewage 
pipes and with the additional pressure of modern conveniences 
such as washers, dryers, and disposals in the higher density 
areas, the inadequacy of the present system creates a major 
problem. Few cities allow the six inch except on short blocks | 
maintaining a minimum of three or four homes. 


Modernization and new facilities are needed to provide 
adequate curricular standards and safety for the Albany High 
School program. At the present time structurally non-conform- 
ing buildings are in use. 


An adequate play area is becoming a necessity for the hill. 
The increased bufiding program of multiple dwellings creates 
a demand for a park of some type to serve this segment of the 
population. 


The waterfront offers a potential. Plans must be made to 


utilize it in the best interest of the city. 


What is done by the district in Rapid Transit must be} 
compatible with local development and the preservation of Al- 
bany as a residential city. 


Retirement compensation for city employees aside from po- 
lice and fire, who now receive it, must be given consideration. 
Employees could participate in this so that the city would not 
be liable for the entire expense. 


Albany has always taken great pride in the city. It is not, | 
contrary to opinion, an apathetic town. When action has to be 
taken, it has been proven in the past that citizens take the bit 
in their teeth and make their wants known. 


What is the answer to Albany's problem?. A long term 
‘plan, in orderly fashion, listing in priority the needs of the com- 
munity, administered by the communal and administrative fac- 
tions programming future development so that a blueprinted 
future of accomplishment could be reality. Changes can only | 
come when people work together intelligently. : |
